about these crops sown in the 
fall, 
particularly wheat, is that sheep and 
other light stock are grazed on these 
crops for pasture until the tirst of 
March, when the stock is taken olT and 
the crop allowed to m ature under the 
mellow sunshine.

House—The hopes of the so-called 
Insurgents in the house of representa­ 
tives for a revision of the rules of that 
body w ere dissipated, for the time be­ 
ing at least, when Mr. G ardner of 
M assachusetts on Tuesday failed to 
obtain the adoption of an amended 
resolution calling for the appointment 
of a comm ittee of six mem bers to 
consider the subject and report the 
changes they deem necessary.
